Waiving the need for a run¬ 
off, Acker Hanks pulled enough 
votes in last Wednesday’s election 
to take the office of Student Coun¬ 
cil president by an overwhelm¬ 
ing majority. 

Jerald Debenport, whose candi¬ 
dacy was sponsored by the En¬ 
gineers Club, won the vice-presi¬ 
dential office, by a vote of 274 
to 179 over Las Mascaras candi¬ 
date, Ted de Montel.

Sellout Crowd To Witness 
Arch Rivals, TJC-Kilgore, 
Battle In Saturday's Game 

A sellout crowd will jam Lion 
Stadium Saturday night to wit¬ 
ness the game of the year between 
the two arch rivals of the South¬ 
western Junior College Confer¬ 
ence, Kilgore Junior College and 
TJC. The blue chips are on the 
line with the conference cham¬ 
pionship and a possible trip to 
the Little Rose Bowl at Pasadena, 
California, riding on the outcome. 

Tyler Junior College, currently 
leading the conference- race with 
three victories and no defeats, will 
go into the game rated a slight 
underdog to the mighty Kilgore 
Rangers, Texas Junior College 
champions and Little Rose Bowl 
visitors last season.

The game is being oallyhooed 
all over the state as the game that 
will bring the mythical state 
championship among the Texas 
Junior Colleges. A TJC victory 
would be double sweet for Coach 
Floyd Wagstaff because of his 
having coached high school foot¬ 
ball for eight years in Kilgore. 
His old “Buddies” at Kilgore have 
tried everything in their power 
to get the formidable machine he 
has rounded up and welded into 
one of the best in the state, kicked 
out of the conference.

The Apaches are in their best 
physical condition of the year with 
only one player on the shelf. Dan 
Fells, a starter at tackle through 
the first three games, has a bruis¬ 
ed hip but should be ready to go 
Saturday night. The workouts this 
week have been devoted mostly 
to conditioning and correcting 
faults that showed up in the game 
with McNeese. Coach Wagstaff is 
taking no chances of having key 
players laid up from injuries in 
practice.

Tyler Junior College’s rambling 
Apaches came from behind Satur¬ 
day night at Lake Charles to 
smother the McNeese Cowboys 35- 
14 and rack up the fourth straight 
win of their current undefeated 
season. Facing a seven point deficit 
at the end of the initial half the In¬ 
dians hit the air lanes to score four 
times and salt away victory num- 
be_- after being outplayed in the 
first half by the tricky running 
“T” formation Cowboys. 

Quarterback Tommy White see¬ 
ing action for the first time this 
year due to a leg injury sparked 
the first Tyler scoring effort pass¬ 
ing with deadly accuracy and run¬ 
ning the ball like a scared ante¬ 
lope, one of Lis jaunts was good 
for about 25 yards around the Mc¬ 
Neese left end. Once inside the ten 
yard line the Apache strategy call¬ 
ed for big Rollin Frase to use his 
210 pounds to batter the tough Mc¬ 
Neese line for six points which 
took exactly two tries. Billy Porter 
booted the extra point to give the 
Apaches a 7-0 lead. 

McNeese evened the score in the 
fading seconds of the first quarter 
on a blocked kick and recovery 
behind the Tyler goal line for six 
points with Wayne Kingery split¬ 
ting the uprights with the point 
after touchdown. 

Another deadlock at the half as 
occurred in the NTAC tilt seemed 
iminent with two minutes remain¬ 
ing in the half and McNeese on 
their own 25 yard line, but King¬ 
ery sailed a beautiful quick kick 
out of bounds on the Tyler five 
yard marker. The return punt by 
Billy Porter was good for 48 yards 
and McNeese was goalward bound 
with Wayne Kinkery in the star¬ 
ring role. He squirmed his way for 
many long gains after it seemed 
certain he was stopped by the 
Apache forward wall. He took a 
20 yard pass from Pruett to set 
up the touchdown on the Apache 
5 yard line. The Tyler boys were 
penalized , for unnecessary rough¬ 
ness to the one yard line on .the 
play and Pruett drove over the 
double-stripe on his second try at- 
the left side of the Apache line. 
Kingery added the extra point 
which sent the Cowpokes out in 
front 14-7. 

The complexion of the game 
changed when the Apaches took 
the second half kickoff and march¬ 


ed 70 yards without relinquishing 
possession of the ball as Jim Drake 
began to hit his glue fingered re¬ 
ceivers with reckless abandon. It 
was a 30 yard pitch to halfback 
Les Taylor that set the Indian 
spirit afire and led to three other 
touchdowns And four extra points 
by big Billy Porter, the Apache 
kicking machine.
